Some fairly bad examples of hedg- 
ing are to be seen, and often the 
cwner has merely sent a man round 
to behead the hedgerow trees to what 
he considers n reasonable height.

GREAT SKILL USED 


Usually it seems to be an inherited 
jeraft, like thatching; but probably it 
is inherited because son has picked It 
up from father “when he tool dad his 
lunch," and at an early age, was 
allowed to try his hand at pleaching, 
plashing or plushing a hedge under 
relentless paternal criticism. 

To sec a really good hedger at work 
is almost to watch a miracle take 
place. For he seems to make a hedge 
out of nothing. 


Much of the old hedae fs ‘cut away, 
leaving, perhaps, only ‘three or four 
tall branches. These are brought 
over lengthwise with a deft blow of 
the bilJhook that docs not quite sever 
them from the old stool. 

The hedger thrusts in uprights, fre- 
quently brought from somewhere elsc 
and preferably of whitethorn, hazel or 
willow; for these are the hedge trees 
that will tale root and grow best, and 
one living upright is worth six of dead 
wood In making a substantial hedge. 

He then pleaches, or weaves, the 
branches of the old hedgo through the 
uprights, and in an incredibly short 
time a_symmetrical barricade of liv- 
-ing. hedge, strong cnough to keep in a 
wild bull, has been made. 


CUTS, NOT BENDS 


A good hedger / always cuts the 
“plushes,” or lengthwise pieces, 
nearly through, and never merely 
bends them; this prevents cracking 
and splitting of the wood. 2

An endeavour was made to Ilft the 
stern of submarine higher with a 
view. to cutting a hole above the 
water as soon as conditions allowed. 
To have attempted to cut a hole In 
the conditions then obtaining. would 
have Incurred severe risks of flooding 
which would have been unjustified, 

Later, a fresh effort wag made to 
lift the stern, but this was again 
unsuccessful, as the Thetis wag be- 
coming less buoyant.

By this time it was clear that there 
was no further possibility of saving 
life, and ‘they proceeded with the 
task of salvaging the vessel.

Fight With Men 


‘That he thought the three men 
who had confronted hlm with knives 
in his house had been joking, was 
part of the evidence given by Mr. 
onuld John Egan, 21, to Mr, E. 
Himsworth at the Kowloon Magls- 
tracy yesterday, qv : 

Tho defendants, Chung Hung, 26, 
Au Hing, 34, Lui Hoi, 24, and Chung 
Chuen, 22, were accused of assuult 
on Mr.. Egan ‘and his mother, Mrs, 
J. Egan, with intent to rob. With 
the exception of Lul Hol, who wus 
discharged because of absence of 
evidence against him, the defendants 
were committed for trial. 

Detective -Sub-Inspector R. 
Cunningham, who prosecuted, ns 


the complainants lived at 36, 
wood Road, top floor, Kowloon. On 
May 12, after 10 bm. three men 
entered the house by the backdoor 
and went Into the dining room where 
they met Mr. Egan, who thought the 
men were delivery coolles from a 
compradore, He asked them what 
they wanted and was told in Chinese 
to “keep quite.” One of the men 
then produced a knife and held it up 
in a threatening attitude. He was 
struck by Egan. . . 

Two of the other men went into 
Mrs, Egan's bedroom where she was 
resent with Mrs, C, Mason, prepar- 
ng to go'‘out. The men held Mrs. 
Egan and attempted to gag her, but 
‘she spat the gag out and screamed, 
In the meantime Mr. Egan had.ran 
out to the street calling for help and 
wns followed by Mrs, Mason. ‘

A few minutes later three omen 
came down the front stairs of the 
house and ran towards Austin 
Avenue, pursued by Mr. Egan. 
Reaching Austin Avenue Mr, Egan, 
was told by a European woman that 
she had: scen_a man running towards 
Kimberley Rond. On going there 
Mr, Egan orrested the fourth defen- 
dant, Chung Chuen, , 

Chung was later released because 
Mr, Egan could not definitely say he 
In the 
house, Mr. Egan had been stabbed 
on the right arm by one of the 
robbers and had to be taken to hos- 
pital for treatment. 
-~-Continuing-S—1L- Cunningham - said: 
nothing was heard of the robbers 
until May 19 when the Police ar- 
rested Chung Hung, first_defendant, 
¢in Shanghai Street near Pitt Street. 
Acting on Information recelved from 
him, Au Hing, second defendant, was 
arrested in Kun Chung Street. Au 
took the Police to a house in Woo- 
sang Strect where Lut Hoi and 
Chung Chuen, third and fourth de- 
fendants, were arrested. An identi- 
fication parade was held in the Water 
Police Station but this proved nega- 
tive.

AVERTING WAR'S RENEWAL 


The Germans, therefore, ,could be 
under no illusions about the general 
character of the: Armistice which 
would be presented for thelr accep- 
tance.

They-knew It would be such 
as would make it “Impossible for 
them to renew the. war, They 
uecepted because. they must.

PRINCIPLES FOR PEACE 


The Fourteen Points us epitomized 
above were not the only fornial pre- 
sentation of President Wilson's prin- 
elples for the basis of a just and dur- 
nble peace, Six months later, on 
July 4, at Mount Vernon he had cry- 
stallised them into Four Principles. 
They were: 

(1) The destruction of every nr 

. bitrary Power ‘anywhere that can 
" separately, secretly and of Its single 

_ choice disturb the peace of the 
world, 

(2) Every question, whether of ter- 
ritory, sovereignty, economic or 
political , arrangement, must be 
settled on the basis of their free 
acecptance by the peoples imme- 
diately concerned, 

(3) Al nations to act on the same 
principle of honour and respect for 
the common Inw of cfvilised society, 
so that all promises and commit- 
tents may be sacredly observed, 

-no selsh injuries may be wrought 
with impunity, and national trust 
may be established on the hand- 
some foundation of a national’ re- 
spect for rights. 

(4) The establishment of an Or- 
Banisation of Pence (Le, a Lengue 
of Nations), 

“What we seek," said the President, 
“ts the reign of law, based on the 
consent of the governed and sus- 
tained by the organised opinion of 
mankind." : 
These Four Principles and the Five 

Particulars he enunciated in Septem- 

ber are anathemn to Hiller, for they 

clash with Nazism in every detail. 

But they succinctly epitomise the 

Wilsonlan principles on which the 

Germans sucd for an armistice leud- 

ing to on Pence. They were specific- 

ally referred to by the Allics In their 
mefhorandum to President Wilson on 

Nov. 5, 1918, when they sald: 

‘The Allied Governments, sub- 
ject to the qualifications which fol- 
-low ...-, declare thelr willingness 
to make peace with the Govern- 
‘ment of Germany on the terms of 
peace laid down In the President's 
address to Congress in January, 
1918, and the principles of settle- 
ment enunciated ‘in his subsequent 
. addresses,” 3 
The qualifications there referred to 
concerned the Freedom of the Seas, 
on, which the Allied Governments re- 
served complete {recdom of action, 
und the interpretation of the phrase 
about the “restoration” of invaded 
regions, Mr. Wilson disliked both 
these qualifications, but hls objections

But there was no bad faith as re- 
gards either one or the other on the 
part ‘ofthe ‘British or French Gov- 
ernments, and the Germans were 
neither tricked nor duped ‘because on 
the two points mentioned the Allics 
and the U.S.A. had taken. divergent 
views. President Wilson was never 
given plenipotentiary powers ‘by the 
Allies to prescribe the basis either of 
the Armistice or of the Peace. 

It_has never been explained why. 
the Supreme War Council did not in- 
clude Point 5 among those to which 
they, required “qualifications,” The 
wording is extravagantly Idealistic. 
What Conference could ‘conceivably 
be “free, open-minded and absolutely 
impartlal” when Colonics were being 
Did the President en- 
visage the presence of Germans at 
such a Conference? Certainly the 
Allies did not. 


NO RETURN OF COLONIES 

I>ocnn only suppose that the 
Supreme War Council on Nov. 5 
agreed to Iet the explosive Point 5 
pass unchallenged, knowing that the 
Colonial issue would cause infinite 
trouble when It had to be’ faced 
serfously, : 

As Indeed it did. Only after he’ 
had threatened to quit the Confer- 
ence and go home did the President, 
who had wanted the German Colonies 
Placed under Internafionsl control, 
agree to the Mandate compromise.

Some fairly bad examples of hedg- 
ing are to be seen, and often the 
owner has merely sent 2 man round 
to behead the hedgerow trees to what 
he considers a reasonable height. 


This is generally regarded as the 
best way to Icill a hedge. 


---But-even-making- such -allowances,. 
it is remarkable how the countryman's 
skill has endured und there ia a fair 
sprinkling of youngish men_ still 
capable of becoming good hedgers if 
they are given the practice and the 
encouragement, 


GREAT SKILL USED 


Usually it seems to be an inherlted 
craft, like thatching; but probably it 
is inherited because son has picked it 
up from father “when he tool dad his 
lunch,” and at an. carly age, was 
allowed to try hia hand at pleaching, 
plashing or plushing a hedge under 
relentless paternal criticism, 

To see a really ' good hedger at work 
Js almost to watch a miracle take 
Place. For he seems to make a hedge 
out of nothing. . 

Much of the old hedge fs cut away, 
leaving, perhaps; only three or four 
tall branches, _ These are brought 
over lengthwise with a deft blow of 
the billhook that docs not quite sever 
them from the old stool. 

The hedger thrusts in uprights, fre- 
quently brought from somewhere clsc. 


and preferably of whitethorn, hazel or j- 


willow; for these are the hedge trees 
that will take root and grow best, ‘and 
one living upright is worth six of dead 
wood in making a substantial hedge. 
He then pleaches, or weaves, the, 
branches of the old hedge through the 
uprights, and tn an incredibly short 
time a symmetrical barricade of liv- 
‘ing hedge, strong enough to keep in 
wild bull, has been made. . 


CUTS, NOT BENDS 


A good hedger always cuts the 
“plushes,” or lengthwise pieces, 
nearly through, and never merely 


bends them; this prevents cracking] - 


and splitting of the wood. . 

The cuts are mode close to the 
stool, for this helps -the flow of sap 
from the stool to the branches. 


And every hedge worthy . of the 


nome cuts his hedge with upward 
slashes, for the downward stroke 
tends to split the remaining stem and

stl affected by this prohibition? 

Mr. Butler: As the reply Is neces- 
sarily rather long, 1 will, with my 
hon, and gallant Friend's permission, 
circulate it in the OMelal Report. 

’ Following is the reply:. 

The reply of the Japanese Govern- 
ment stated that the measures taken 
were Intended to secure that the 
Federal Reserve Notes, which were 
the only legal currency in North 
China, should adequately fulfil the 
functlons of a trade currency. It 
was not the case that generat control 
of trade and foreign exchange trans- 
actions in North China was under 
contempiation. Endorsement of trans- 
actions would be obtained without 
discrimination provided that traders 
conformed with the prescrived pro- 
cedure, and British interests would 
meet with no unfair obstacles. The 
Japanese Government considered that 
no question of treaty rights could 
arise In connection with such mea- 
sures, because the Provisionu) Gov- 
ernment had full sovereign rights in 
the matter of import ond export 
systems, For these reasons the mea- 
sures in question did not conflict with 
the Japanesé assurances that the ine 
terests of third Powers would be re- 
spected, and the Japanese Govern- 
ment were therefore justificd in co- 
operating, in the establishment of the 
new system. 

These measures .continue striously 
to affect the foreign trade uf Tlentsin, 
His Majesty’s Government regard the 
Japanese reply as unsatisfactory, and

An endeavour was made to lift the 
stern of submarine higher with a 
view to cutting a hole above the 
water as soon as conditions allowed. 
To have attempted to cut a hole in 
the conditions then obtaining would 
have incurred severe risks of flooding 
which would have been unjustified.

IF THE new appeal to the Demo-- 
cracies by His Holiness the Pope is 
based upon fears that an ‘alliance 
between Great Britain, France and 
Soviet Russia may pave the way to 
the bolshevisntion of Europe it 
should meet with scant sympathy, 

That contingency, we believe, is 
remote. Russia desires no more to- 

“day than to be left alone in peace, 


~She_docs_not_want—war,..and-she-is-—- 


in no position to attempt to 
spread her ideology to other lands. - 

Rather should His Holiness the 
Pope oppose the real menace that is 
threatening Europe. So long as 
Hitler rules Germany, the pence of 
the world will be menaced,.and no 
reliance can be placed on any pledge 
he may give. 

Everyone would welcome the con-| 
ference of nations ‘proposed by His 
Holiness, but suggestions of nego- 
tintions on. “outstanding grievances" 

. need to be watched by the Democra- 
clea with care, even with suspicion. 
For such phrases appear to imply 
that past aggressions have arisen 
from just grievances, and that they 
should not be re-opened. 

-An international conference 
which docs not place the destruc- 
tion of Czecho-Slovakia and Albania 
at the head of its agenda of pro- 
blems for discussion would simply 
be condoning, instead of attempting 
to redress, injustices. : 

The renl move towards future 
pejce came from President Roose- 
velt. It was spurned by Germany: 
and Italy. That is the reply Hitler” 
and Mussolini have  given—and 
would have given even if the appeal 
from President Roosevelt had been 
from Pope Plus himself. 

Hitler’s Reichstag speech is not 
so old that it should be forgotten 
in any future plans for conferences. 
Only two nations in the world to- 
day tefuse to give an assurance 
that thoy will. not commit aggres-’ 
sion in the future. Can our states- 
men be trusted to sit around a table 

} With tho dictators, especially when 
we remember what-has happened-at 
previous conferences of this nature 
—at Godesberg and Munich, for in- 
stance? »The Democracies have 
gained nothing and lost much at 
the round-table. '

He hos persuaded himself that 
Germany was foully tricked when 
she sought—the Initiative came en- 
tirely from her—on Armistice on the 
basis of President Wilson's Fourteen 
Points, * 

He studiously avoids all reference 
to the. Notes which passed between 
the .-German Government and the 
U.S.A. before the ‘Germans renliscd 
that nothing was to be galned by 
manocuvring and that it only re- 
mained to take what was offerd, 
Herr Hitler ignores whatever is in- 
convenient to hfs case. 

Here is his specific charge as pre- 
ferred in hfs curefully prepared 
speech at the rally of German ex- 
Servicemen yesterday: 

WAR GUILT 


“Germany never Kad any war aims, 
but the Trenty of Versaities revenled 
that all tho others then had war alms. 
The robbery of our colonies, the an- 
nihilation: of our fleet, and the de- 
ntruction of our trade in the world— 
these were the British alms In those 
days, and they tmven’t changed. 

“Germany's ‘War Guilt’ wos that 
sho frivolousty neglected her urmn- 
ments before the war. If tho en- 
circlement policy proves the same as 
before the war, there is one differ- 
ence to-day as far as Germany fs con- 
cerned, namely that Germany's policy 
of defence has fundamentally changed, 


ADMISSION OF DEFEAT 


That is what Herr Hitler has per- 
suaded himself. That is what Nazi 


Germany has been taught by years |- 


of intensive propaganda to. believe. 
That is what some foollsh people in 
England and Hongkong are inclined 
to accept for no better renson than 
that they have heard it sald so often. 
Yet it Is demonstrably untruc. 
Who would suppose from the 
Lansing, 
President: Wilson’s Secretary ‘of State, 
had been at particular pains to make 


“}it absolutely clear to the Germans 


that their pressing request for nn, 
Armistice was only acceptable at all 
on the basis of admitted defeat. 
“The only Armistice he (Presi- 
dent Wilson) would feel justified 
in’ submitting to the Allies,” Lan- 
sing wrote on Oct. 23, “is one which 
would leave, them in a position to 
enforce any arrangement that may 
+ be entered into and make a_re- 
newal of hostilities Impossible.” 

The Germans had begun by sug- 
gesting “a mixed Commission” which 
should arrange for the evacuation of 
the occupied territorles from which 
thelr own armies were withdrawing, 
plundering and destroying os they 
went, ond they had proposed that 
their-. military advisers -should--mect 
those of the Allies In order to “main- 
tain the actual standard of power on 
both sides." They were politely but 
firmly reminded of where they really 
stood, . 

Between their first Note of Oct. 4, 
signed by Prince’Max of ‘Baden, and 
their last of Oct. 27, In which they 
said, “The German Government now 
awnits proposals for an Armistice 
which shall be a first step to a just 
peace as the President hus described 
it in his Proclamations,” they had 
changed their form of Government 
to what Herr Hitler would now call 
“a vile democracy.” Lansing had 
bluntly warned them that the U.S.A. 
desired no dealings with “the mill- 
tary masters and the monarchical 
autocrats of Germany.” 


AVERTING WAR'S RENEWAL 


The Germans, therefore, could be 
under no illusions about the general 
character of the Armistice which 
would be presented for their accep- 
tance. They were nelther tricked nor 
duped. ‘They knew it would be such 
as would make it “impossible” for 
them to renew the war. They 
nccepted because they must. 

The President's Fourteen Points arc 
too long to be quoted in extenso, but 
they may fairly be epitomised: as 
follows: 7 


1 Open covenants and no secret 

diplomacy in the future, 

2 Absolute freedom of navigation 
in peace and war outside ter- 
ritorial waters, except where 
seas are closed by international 
action. 

Removal as far as 
economic burricrs, 
Adequate guarantees for the re- 
duciton of natlonat armaments. 
“A free, apen-minded and abso- 
tutely {npartial adjustment of 
all colonial clatns,” equal weight 
being given to the interests of 
the peoples concerned, 

AU Russian territory to be eva-,

Complete. restoration of Belgium 
in full and free sovereignty.

PRINCIPLES , FOR PEACE 


The Fourteen Polnts as epitomised 
above were not the only formal -pre- 
sentation of President Wilson's prin- 
ciples for the basls of a just and dur- 
able peace. Slx months later, on 
July 4, at Mount Vernon he had cry- 
stalllsed them Into Four Principles. 
They were; A ot 
(1) The destruction of every ar- 

bitrary Power anywhere that can 

separately, secretly and of its single, 
choice disturb the pence of the 
world, 

{2) Every question, whether of ter- 

- ritory, soverelgnty, economic or 
political arrangement, must. be 
settled on the basis of their free 
ucceptance by the peoples imme- 
dintely concerned. 

(3) All nations to, act on the same 
principle of honour and respect for 
the common law of elvilised society, 
so that all promises and commit- 
ments may be ‘sacredly observed, 
no selfish injuries may be wrought 
with impunity,, and national trust 
may be established on the hand- 
some foundation of a national re- 
spect for rights. 

(4) The establshment of an Or- 
gantsation of Peace (ic, a League 
of Nations), 

“What we seek,” said the President, 
"Is the relgn of law based on. the 
consent of the governed and sus- 
tained by the organised opinion, of 
mankind.” 

These Four Principles and the Five 
Particulars he‘enunciuted in Septem- 
ber are anathema to Hitler; for they 
clash with Nazism in every detail. 
But they succinctly epltomise ’ the 
Wilsontan principles on which the 
Germans sued for an armistice lead- 
ing to u Peace. They were specilic- 
ally referred to by the Allies in their. 
memorandum to President Wilson on 
Nov. 5, 1918, when they said: 

“The Allied Governments, sub- 
ject to the qualifications which fol- 
low... declare their willingness 
to make peace with the Govern- 
ment of Germany on the terms of 
peace laid down in the President's 
address to Congress In January, 
1918, ond the principles of settle- 
ment enunciated in bls subsequent 
addresses." 

The, qualifications there referred to 
cuncerned the Freedom of the Sens, 
on which the Allied Governments re- 
served complete {freedom of action, 
and the interpretation of the phrase 
about the “restoration” of © invaded 
regions. Mr. Wilson disliked both 
these qualifications, but his objections 
were finally dropped. Bee tek ah eel 
“But there was no’ bad fnlth“tis” re=- 
gards elther one or the other on the 
purt of the British or French Gov- 
ernments, and the Germans were, 
neither tricked nor duped because on 
the two points mentioned the Allies 
and the U.S.A. had taken divergent 
views, President, Wilson was never 
given plenipotentiary powers by the 
Allies to prescribe the basis elther of 
the Armistice or of the Peace. 

It_ has never been explained why 
the Supreme War Council did not in- 
clude Point 5 among those to which 
they required “qualifications.” The 
wording is extravagantly idealistic. 
What Conference could ‘concelvably 
be “free, open-minded and absolutely 
impartinl" when Colonies were being 
distributed? -Did the President en- 
visage the presence of Germans at 
such a Conference? Certainly the 
Allies did not. * 


NO, RETURN OF COLONIES 

TI can only suppose that 
Supreme War Councll on Nov. 5 
agreed to Iet the explosive Point 5 
pass unchallenged, -knowlng that the 
Colonin] issue would cause infinite 
trouble. when It had to be faced 
seriously. 

As Indeed it did. Only after he 
had threatened to quit the’ Confer- 
ence and go home did the President, 
who had wanted the German Colonics 
placed under international control, 
ngree to the Mandate compromise. 
But no single. voice had been raised 
in favour of their return to Germany, 
for reasons which seemed concluslve 
to all—if Pence was to be secure in 
Africa. . 


Those who spenk of the vindlctive- 
ness displayed in the Peace Treatics 
ignore the long agony through which 
the world had passed. It was a 
human [Impossibility for the victors 
so soon to forgive and forget. ‘Mr. 
H. AL. Fisher, ‘one of “the falrest 
of historians, hos written:. “For a 
more generous, open and clastic pro- 
ceeding, no Allled statesman: In: the 
tense and passtonaote Parisian atmos- 
phere was prepared.” At any mani- 
festation of a tendency to show a 
more generous splrit there came sharp 
reminders:from home to harden. their 
hearts and exact a just retribution: 

Apparently. the worst crime of the 
Pence Trentles in the oyes. of Herr 
Hitler, judging by thé emphasis which 
he loys upon it, was the Inclusion of 
4,500,000 Germans under allen rule, 
contrary ‘to the, Wilsonjan maxim of

Mr. Roosevelt arrived in Hongkong 
ot the weck-end after two productlye 
months jn the interlor. His Journey, 
which was sponsored by American 
museum Interests, began when he 
left Hongkong recently for Chung- 
king. -A-special -military -plane-took 
lim to Chendu und Lanchow. 

In this district his collections began 
und, for an outlay of nbout $40 local 
currency, he acquired three furs f 
the rare snow lJeopard—a_ white 
leopard with black spots. A caravan 
from the west arrived opportunely for 
him and he was able to acquire 
several Tioetun manuscripts, beautl- 
fully’ iuminated, «which, he expects, 
will repay -close study, 

By Foot And Horse 

Mr. -Roosevelt returned through 
Chungking to Kunming and took the 
‘Burma Road about half-way to the 
border, to o place called Tall. From 


there he pushed north by foot and|{‘ 


horse to Likiang, In Tibet, having 
a native interpreter and about 12 
Chinese boys for company. Here his 
research met with satisfying results, 
Land Of The Dtombas 
He was now tn the land of: the 
Nashis, on tribe dominated by devil 
sorcerers known as dtombas, Powcr- 
ful still, the dtombas, however, are 
not us feared os they once were and 
it is possible to acquire some of 
{heir sacred property. Mr. Roosevelt 
bartered his way to possession of 4 
number of scrolls and. manuscripts 
turely brought out of China. 


“The most valuable,” he said, “are 
two scrolls about 8 inches wide and 
40-odd feet long. There are about 
six in existence; I have two at home 
and two here and I believe the others 
are in the possession of Dr, Rock in 
Indo-China, - ~ They. - 
scrolls, colourfully depicting the road 
to heaven and the road to hell, 

“I believe there is a lot to be learn- 
ed from these scrolls about rellgion' 
1,000 ycars ogo, These ‘scroll were 
devised then and have not changed 
much." . 


Mr. Roosevelt added that he was 

hospitably received by the Nashis. 
They remembered his father, who 
hand gone there 10 years before to 
hunt the glant Panda.; Mr. 
Roosevelt, sentor, who was the eldest 
son of President Theodore Roosevelt 
of America, was. subsequently 
Governor of the Philippines, . 
Mr. Quentin Roosevelt is returning 
to Amerlen by the Empress of 
Canada on Friday. He has no 
immediate new research journey In 
mind, but he plang to return to the 
East some day to collect animals.

He has persudded himself that 
Germany was foully tricked when 
she sought—the Initiative came en- 
tirely from her—an Armistice on the 
basls of President Wiison’s Fourteen 
Points, 

He studiously avoids all reference 
to the Notes which parsed between 
the German Government and the 
U.S.A: belore the Germans realised 
that nothing was to be galned by 
manocuvring and that it only re« 
mained to take what was offered, 
Herr Hitler ignores whatever ja in- 
convenient to his case. : : 

Here is his specific charge as pre- 
ferred in his carefully prepared 
speech ot the rally of German ex- 
Servicemen yesterday: : 


WAR GUILT 


“Germany nover had any war alma,

Who would suppose from the 
Fuchrer’s words that Mr, Lansing, 
President Wilson's Secretary of State, 
had been at particular pains to make 
it absolutely clear to the Germans 
that thelr pressing request for an 
Armistice was only acceptable at all 
on the basis of adniitted defeat, 

"The only. Armistice he (Presi- 
dent Wilson) would feel justified 
in.submitting to the Allies," Lan- 
sing wrote oa Oct. 23, “Is onc which 
would Ieave them in a position to 
enforce any arrangement that may 
be entered into and make. a re- 
newal of hostilities impossible,” 

The Germans had begun by sug- 
gesting “a mixed Commission” which 
should otrange for the evacuation of 
the occupied territeries from ‘which 
their own armies were withdrawing, 
Plundering and destroying as they 
went, and they had proposed that 
thelr military advisers should mect 


those of the Allies .in order_to.“maine. 


tain the actual standard of power on 
both sides.” They were politely but 
firmly reminded of where they really 
stood. . 2 

Between their first Note of Oct. 4, 
signed by Prince Max of Baden, and 
their last of Oct, 27, In which they 
said, “The German.Government now 
awaits proposals for .an Armistice 
which shall be .a first step to oa just 
pence as the President has deseribed 
it in his Proclamations,” they had 
changed thelr form of Government 
to what Herr-Hitler would now call 
“a vile democracy.” Lansing had 
bluntly warned them that the U.S.A. 
desired no dealings with “the mili- 
tary musters and the monarchical 
nutocrats of Germany.” 


. AVERTING WAR'S RENEWAL 


The Germans, therefore, could be 
under no tusions about the general 
character of the Armistice which 
would be presented for thelr accep- 
tance. They were nelther tricked nor 
duped. They knew it: would be such 
as would make it ‘impossible’ for 
them to renew the war. They 
accepted because they must. 

The President's Fourteen Points are 
too long to be quoted in extenso, but 
they may fairly be epltomised as 
follows:

The Fourteen Points os epitomised 


-ubove were not the only formal pre- 


sentation of President Wilson’s prine 
ciples for the basis of a just and dur- 
uble. pence.

These Four Principles and the Five 

Particulars he enunciated In Septem. 

ber are anathema to Hitler, for they 

clash with Nazism in every detail. 

But they succinctly cpitomise the 

Wilsonian principles on which the 

Germans sued for oan armistice Iead- 

ing to a Pence, They were speeific- 

ally referred to by the Allies in their 
memorandum to President Wilson on 

Nov. 5, 1918, when they sald: - 
!"The Allied Governments, sub- 
ject to the qualifications which fol- 
low... declare their willingness 
to make peace with the Govern- 
ment of Germany on the terma of 
peace Inid down in the President's 
address to Congress in January, 
1918, and the principles of settle- 
ment enunciated in his subsequent 
addresses.” : . 

_ The qualifications there referred to 
concerned the Freedom of the Sens, 
on which the Allied Governments re- 
served complete freedom of -actlon, 
and the Interpretation of the phrase 
about the “restoration” of invaded 
regions. Mr. Wilsan disliked both 
these qualificntions, but his objections 
were finally dropped. \ 

But there was no bnd falth as re- 


‘gards-either- one: or -the- other-on-the. 


part of the British or French Gov- 
ernments, and the Germnns*: were 
neither tricked nor duped because on 
the two points mentioned the Alles 
and the U.S.A. had taken divergent 
views.

Certainly the 
Allies did not. 


NO RETURN OF COLONIES

MR. Morishima, -Coun-

tention to frequent misuse 
of American flags and pro- 
perty by Chinese troops for 
military purposes. 

The Japanese Counsellor made 
similar representations to the 
French Governments — several 
days ago. 

t is understood that the Japancse 
note requested the American authorl- 
tles to take ndeqtute measures to 
prevent untoward events enused by 
the “continuation of malpractices by 
the Chinese troops.” + * 

‘fhe note claims that there liave 
been several ‘unfortunate cases since 
January, this year, in which unex- 
pected damage has “been dorc to 
American property in_ connection 
with bombing operations by Japanese 
thival aireratt, ~ . . 

“It Js regretted that these Incidents 
seem to have given an .jmpression In 
America that ‘the Japanese naval 
forces are unmindful of the profess- 
ed respect of third Power property. 

“Efforts have constantly been 
made by the Japanese nuthoritics 
concerned and the Japancse naval 
alr force to study the. locations of 
third Power properties and thus 
avoid unforescen damage to them on 
the basis of communications {rom 
third Powers gnd_ the inquirles 
enrried out by the Japanese autho- 
srities. . . 

~ Japanese Embarrassed 


“Despite the strenuous precautions 
taken by the Japanese, the Japanese 
forces have been frequently ¢mbar- 
rassed by the practice of the Chinese 
in taking advantage of third Power 
properties and markings for military 
operations against Japanese forces. 

“On May 1, this year, Japanese 
troops, were fired upon and wounded 
by hostile men ‘operating from the 
premises of the American-owned 
Lingnan University in Canton. 

“On the following day, a Japanese 
gunboat was subjected to an attack 
from the premises of the same uni- 
versity at about 8 p.m, and a bullet 
hit the Japnnese vessel in the hull. 

“The American Consul and the 

Chancellor of the University express- 
ed regret for the incidents, which 
npparently have been caused by 
wicked elements who abused. the 
universlty compound. 
-— “Inquiries. carried. out by. Japanese 
military authorities + following the 
fall of Nanchang showed that 
barbed-wire entanglements were set 
on the waterfront in front of the 
Mcifu Kungssu at the northern tip 
of the clty, which was flying the 
American flag. 

“The brick walt of a building ad- 
jacent to the American Methodist 
Church in Nanchang was provided 
with many cyelets and defence equip- 
ment. With American flags painted 
on It, the wall, when observed from 
outside, appeared to belong to the 
American church. |. 

“Pill-box fortresses were built on 
the bank of the Kan River jn front 
of the church, while in its southern 
neighbourhood stood the Nanchang 
Hospital. 

Anti-Japaneso Slogans 


“A slofan reading ‘Down with 
Japanese Imperlalism’ was pro- 
minently seripbied on the concrete 
wall of an American residence near 
Enst Lake, in the city of Nanchang. 
The scribbilng was subsequently 
erased by Japancse troops, 

“In view of the definite instances 
indicated above, there would be 
cases, despite the closest possible 
caution on the part of the Japanese, 
in which bombardment of Chinese 
positions by Japanese naval nircraft 
might cause unanticipated damage to 
American or third Power property 
lying in the vicinity of the Chinese 
positions.”

Military Contract 
Fraud Alleged 


EDWARD DAVIES SYKES, broker, 
appeared before Mr. R. Edward at 
the Central Magistracy this afternoon 
charged with (a) obtaining $1,250 
by falsely pretending that a tender 
made by Relience -Motors ‘had been 
necepted. by the Military nuthorlties 
und (b) obtaining $1,000 by fasely 
pretending that a-tender made-by. Ro- 
llnnce Motors had been accepted by 
hte military authoritles, F 


Mr. 0. E, C, Marton prosecuted 
und said, 


“The complainant, Mr./W. A, H. 
Duff, with his brother, Mr. J. HL 
Duff, are: Directors of Reliance 
Motors Ltd. 

“Mr, W. A. H. Duff Arst met Sykes 
early this year, At thls mecting 
Sykes informed the Duff brothers 
that he had several propositions he 
had in mind, but could not do any- 
thing unless he had the necessary 
financial backing. 

“Sykes puinted out that he had 
‘put over’ quite u number of pro- 
fitable transactions previously, and 
produced documents to prove it. 

“He managed to convince Messrs. 
Duff that it was due to bad luck that 
he was reduced to his present cir- 
cumstances, . 

“During this meeting he mentioned 
casually that he was in a position to 
tender for contracts for hire of motor 
vehicles to the military authoritics. 
He sald that the contracts were at 
present held by two firms—the Hony- 
kong Hotel Ltd and United Delivery 
Ltd, and he told the complainants 
that If they were interested he would 
probably secure a contract for them. 


Great Excitement 


“On Februnry 28 Sykes went to the 
Duff brothers in a state of great 
excitement and he sald he had learnt 
of u new contract with the military 
authoritles, and that It had been made 
necessary by the distudbed political 
situation. 

“He told the Duf€ brothers that 
the military authorities required the 
use of au number of cars and forries 
for one year, and he also’ mentioned 


htat, through his contacts, he was in|: 


a position to quote lower rates than 
other people could tender. 


“At the outset, Sykes refused to 
take ony steps until the complainants 
would give him an entirely free hand 
throughout. He explained that -he 
had been cheated by the United 
Delivery firm out: of his commission, 
and he insisted on being given a free 
hand, 


Had Confidence Of H.Q. 


“He also sald he had gained the 
confidence of the military authorities 
through having got the contract for 
United Delivery. He added that the 
military authorities were aware that 
Acated out of his 
commission, and LNG _ were, os in 
‘result, sympathetically Imclined to- 
wards him, : 


“Sykes sald he could secure this 
contract and told the Duff brothers 
he was actually dealing with Colonel 
Henderson, who, he said, was respon- 
sible for the military contracts,. 

“Sykes was then given an entirely 


free hand by the brothers, 


. “On March 2 Sykes called on Mr. 
Duff and ‘produced a_ statement 
showing the number of cars: and 
lorries the military authorities re- 
quired, and also the rates of hire. 

“On the same day, Mr. Duff, with 
Sykes’ assistance, composed a letter 
to the military authorities, saying 
what vehicles they could produce if 
fhe contract was awarded to them. 
From this time onwards, Sykes em- 
phasised the necessity of leaving 
everythin gto him. He polnted out 
{hat confidential information had been 
given to him at military headquarters 
and he had been permitted to see con- 
fidential documents as ‘a special 
privilege. 

“He pointed out that the manner 
in which he hoped to obtain the con- 
tract_wis somewhat irregular, and if 
the Duff brothers were to approach 
ne. military avthorities at” would 
embarrass his friends and may have
